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Historical 

IVE of the first ten annual meetings of the Holstein- 
F Friesian Ass’n. of America were held in New York 

City, but the forthcoming 54th Annual Convention 
will be the first held there since 1895, at the conclusion 
of Mr. F. L. Houghton’s first year as Secretary. The As- 
sociation at that time numbered 457 members, of which 
34 were present in person, 154 were represented by 
proxy. We believe Ward W. Stevens is the only member 
now living who was present at that meeting, and we note 
with interest that he served as a member of the Proxy 
Committee. It will be remembered that the meeting at 
which the Association was formed (through union of the 
Holstein and Dutch Friesian Associations) was held 
in Buffalo in 1885, and the first three annual meetings 
were held in that city. Then, just 50 years ago a meet- 
ing was held in New York City, followed by another in 
that city, one in Syracuse, two more in New York, one 
each in Buffalo and New York, then five more in Buffalo. 
Held in March under the original charter, the 1898 meet- 
ing changed the date to the first Wednesday in June 
to avoid bad weather and subsequent meetings have been 
held at the later date. Apparently desiring to avoid the 
hotel congestion of the Pan American Exposition at Buf- 
falo in 1901, the Association met that year in Syracuse, 
and annually thereafter until 1913. 

The first meeting outside New York State was held 
in Chicago in 1914, Hotel Sherman being headquarters. 
Back to Syracuse again in 1915, meetings have since 
been held in New York State only in 1921 and 1931 until 
this year. 

In 1916, the annual meeting was held in Detroit, 
where the first of the series of consignment sales was 
held under management of H. A. Moyer, Worcester, 
Mass.; Milwaukee and Philadelphia followed in 1917-18 
and 19. In connection with the 1920 convention at St. 
Paul, the first Cooperative National Sale was held under 
management of the Minnesota Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation. Here 237 head from 126 consginors were sold for 
$728,775, an average of $3075. In 1921 came the 
stormy meeting at Syracuse, with a special meeting - the 
Only one in the history of the Association - being held in 
October of that year at St. Paul, where the Proxy System 
was abolished and the present Delegate System of repre- 
sentative government adopted. First annual meeting 
under the Delegate System was held in 1922 at Kansas 
City. Then followed Cleveland in 1923; Richmond, Va. 
(the farthest south gathering) in 1924, followed by Des 
Moines, Grand Rapids, Springfield, Mass., Milwaukee 
= Philadelphia. Denver proved attractive for the 
1930 convention. Back to Syracuse in 1931, the 1932 
convention was held at Madison to give the membership 
on opportunity to inspect the new office building. Then 
+ 1933, Chicago — with its Century of Progress E™posi- 
ec was host. Baltimore extended more southern 

ospitality in 1934 - with mint juleps and everything.

held in Chicago, unless otherwise decided by a majority 
of the Board of Directors. The 1937 and 1938 conven- 
tions were held accordingly in Chicago which brings us 
up to the current gathering in New York City. Decision 
to go to New York in 1939 was reached by the Board 
because of the special attractions of the World’s Fair in 
which our Association is participating with an important 
exhibit, and the probability of special railroads rates 
which would make the cost more nearly comparable to 
Chicago’s central location. Counsel C. M. Horn also ad- 
vised the directors that the holding of annual conven- 
tions periodically in New York State was desirable from 
the fact of our incorporation under New York State laws. 


Convention Week 


The 54th annual convention promises to be one of 
the largest and best in the history of the Association. 
Every state has nominated delegates, and presum- 
ably will be respected in the Convention. The sched- 
ule of events for the week will appeal to all. All visiting 
breeders are especially invited to attend the National 
Sale at Earlville, N. Y., on June 3, under management 
of R. Austin Backus. A fine representation from lead- 
ing herds will be offered. The date was set for the Sat- 
urday preceding convention week in order to avoid con- 
flict or interference with convention activities, and also 
not to interfere with plans of delegates and other visitors 
who might desire to spend more time in New York at the 
World’s Fair following the convention. For those who 
are driving the beautiful trip through the Catskills and 
the Hudson River country can easily be made on Sunday, 
folowing the sale. By train there is convenient sleeper 
service (from Utica); or a daylight ride on Sunday, ar- 
riving in New York in good season. 

On Monday (June 5) the Board holds its annual 
meeting. Tuesday will be Open Forum day for gener- 
al discussion of the problems of the convention, with a 
trip in the afternoon scheduled to the Overbrook herd at 
Cedar Grove, N. J., where Mr. and Mrs. Mark Keeney 
will be hosts. Breeders will not want to miss this op- 
portunity. Wednesday is Convention Day and no other 
activities are scheduled which might curtail the time it 
needs to settle its problems. Whatever time remains 
will doubtless not hang heavy on the hands of the visit- 
ing Holsteiners. 

Resolutions 

The Call of the meeting will disclose an interesting 
variety of subjects to be decided by the delegates. 
Among the resolutions, two have had previous publicity 
through these columns. 

One is the resolution of the Wisconsin Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association, sponsored by Mr. Hatch, asking for de- 
lay in selling or optioning the Madison building at any 
price less than full inventory value until such time as 
experience shall show that the removal of the offices to 
Brattleboro has been wise and productive of economy 
and efficiency in the operation of the office. 

The convention unquestionably would be within its 
rights in directing the Board to withdraw the Madison 
building from sale at a price less than $66,000.

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Report of Committee on Election 


We, the undersigned Committee 
on Elections of The Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association of America, duly ap- 
pointed by the President, respect- 
fully submit the following report: 


In accordance with the By-Laws 
of the Association, Article III, Sec- 
tion 9, we met at Brattleboro, Ver- 
mont, on May 4, 1939. We received 
from the Secretary in sealed envel- 
opes 6,272 Official Ballots for the 
election of delegates to the 1939 
Convention. The envelopes were 
opened in our presence, the ballots 
duly counted and canvassed, and a 
record was made of the number of 
votes cast for each candidate.

Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Del., in the basis of 
this point system again ranks as the top Honor List herd 
of the year, a rating they have failed to win but twice 
in the past thirteen years. Their 1938 total of 577 
points, although considerably below their record high of 
751 which they piled up last year, is still well ahead of 
any other establishment. Testing entirely in Class C, 
Winterthur Holsteins take first place in all seven age 
classes of the yearly division and in two classes of the 
" ten months division.

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Annual A. R. Report 


A careful analysis of the work of 
the Aavanced Kegistry Omice for the 
past year reveals substantial pro- 
gress. Our combined total of cows 
on test during the year in Advanced 
Registry and Herd Improvement 
Registry together reached 18,488, a 
new high record, exceeding by 445 
the previous mark of 18,043 esta- 
plished in 1937. In Advanced Reg- 
istry the averages for all ten-months 
records as well as for all yearly re- 
cords were well above those for the 
previous year, and the grand aver- 
ages for all time have reached a new 
high level with 15,952 ten-months 
tests for cows and heifers of all ages 
averaging 476.2 lbs. fat and 42,227 
yearly records averaging 573.4 Ibs. 
fat. During the year fourteen cows 
completed Advanced Registry rec- 
ords exceeding 1,000 lbs. fat. and 
eight-new class leaders were estab- 
lished, including Femco Alma, the 
first junior two-year-old heifer of 
and breed to produce 1,000 Ibs. fat 
in a year under official test. In ad- 
dition to the fourteen cows that ex- 
ceeded 1,000 lbs. fat there were 91 
that completed records between 800 
and 1,000 lbs. fat and 519 others 
with records over 600 lbs. fat dur- 
ing the year. 

New records were made in the 
Herd Improvement Registry depart- 
ment with 10,660 cows and heifers 
reported in the herd averages for the 
year’s work and a total of 16,316 
cows tested during the year, both of 
which are new high records for the 
Herd Improvement Test. There 
were 24 herds averaging over 500 
lbs. fat per cow for the year; 140 
others had averages over 400 Ibs. 
fat and 268 herds ranged between 
300 and 400 Ibs. The grand aver- 
age for all time for herds tested for 
Herd Improvement Registry ad- 
vanced to 380.4 lbs. fat per cow, the 
highest point reached at any time 
since herd testing began in 1928. 

Herd Classification failed to make 
the gains we had hoped for and was 
limited to 25 herds including 524 
animals during the year. 

Advanced Registry Office cash re- 
ceipts for 1938 reached a new high 
pint for all time, totaling $22.848.- 
22 as compared to $20,932.13 for 
the previous vear, a gain of $2,016.-

DEPARTMENT OF ADVANC ED 
REGISTRY 

For the first time since 1931 Ad- 
vanced Registry testing took an up- 
ward turn and 2,172 certificates 
were issued for tests completed dur- 
ing the year. The total number of 
certificates issued is only 34 above 
the total for 1937 but the up turn 
of the curve is encouraging and we 
hope it may continue during the cur- 
rent year. Tests completed in the 
Ten-Months’ Division accounted for 
598 of these certificates and 1,574 
were for tests completed in the 
Yearly Division. The 598 _ ten- 
months tests averaged 13,635.6 lbs. 
milk, 3.51% fat and 478.2 lbs. fat; 
comparing with the 1937 averages, 
we find the milk slightly lower with 
somewhat higher test and higher to- 
tal fat. To qualify for a record in 
the Ten-Months’ Division the cow 
must freshen again within fourteen 
months. The 1,574 Yearly Division 
tests averaged 16,528.9 lbs. milk, 
3.54% fat and 584.6 lbs. fat. Com- 
paring these figures with the 1937 
averages, we find gains of 81 Ibs. 
milk, .03 in average test and 7.0 Ibs. 
fat, a very good showing for the 
average production of the entire 
number of 1,574 cows tested in the 
Yearly Division as compared with 
the previous year and we may well 
be proud of this average of 584.6 lbs. 
fat for yearly tests of cows and 
heifers of all ages. While there is 
no calving requirement for the Year- 
ly Division, the number of days car- 
ried calf has been reported with all 
such records since 1932 and these 
figures for the past year are very in- 
teresting. We find upon examina- 
tion that the 1,574 cows completing 


tests in the Yearly Division included 
468 that carried calf for 200 days 
or longer during the test period, 374 
were from 150 to 199 days in calf at 
the close of the test period, 309 were 
in calf for less than 150 days and 
that 423 were reported not in calf 
when the test was completed. It is 
gratifying to find that 842 of these 
cows and heifers, representing 54% 
of the entire number, were five 
months or more in calf and that 309 
others were safe in calf when their 
tests were completed. From _ the 
standpoint of developing and im- 
proving the breed, it is a matter of 
utmost importance that these high 
producing cows should be bred to 
freshen regularly every twelve to 
fourteen months and publication of 
the number of days carried calf as a 
part of the record data serves to em- 
phasize this point and call it to the 
attention of our breeders. 


The gradual upward trend in the 
per cent fat since 1931, when it aver- 
aged 3.39% for all cows completing 
yearly records, was continued and 
the general average test for all cows 
completing yearly records during 
1938 was 3.54% fat, an advance of 
0.15 in the average test during the 
seven-year period. The distribution 
of tests for individual cows is of in- 
terest in studying this upward trend 
and we find that the 1,574 records 
fall in the following groups on the 
basis of average per cent fat for the 
year:

The averages for all Classification 
A records, both ten-months and 
yearly, showed substantial gains over 
the averages for the previous year, 
but Classification C averages are 
lower in both divisions than those 
reported in 1937. The grand aver- 
ages for all Advanced Registry tests 
completed at December 31, 1938, 
show that 15,952 ten-months tests 
for cows and heifers of all ages aver- 
age 13,991.5 Ibs. milk, 3.40% fat 
and 476.2 lbs. fat, and that 42,227 
vearly tests average 16,752.3 lbs. 
milk, 3.42% fat and 573.4 Ibs. fat. 


Special Tests 

Five hunderd thirty-two special 
tests were made during the year in 
addition to the regular monthly tests 
in the different herds. These special 
tests included 165 automatic retests, 
arranged by the Superintendents of 
Official Testing at the different col- 
leges when individual cows exceeded 
certain minimum amounts in any 
regular official test period, and 367 
tests made under instructions from 
the Advanced Registry Office .These 
special tests included 184 made 
within the state, 171 by supervisors 
sent in from other states and 12 con- 
stant watch tests with the cows un- 
der observation at all times during 
the test period. 


New Class Leaders 
Sight new class leaders were eés- 
tablished during the year, four in 
the Ten-Months and four in the 
Yearly Division, and in two of these 
groups the record was broken twice 
during the year. The new leaders 
include Femco Alma 1736539, own- 
ed by Femco Farms, Breckenridge, 
Minnesota, the first juniaqr two-year- 
old heifer of any breed to reach the 
1,000-lb. fat mark, who displaced 
Carnation Walker Hazelwood from 
the position she has held at the head 
of the list of junior two-year-olds 
since 1926. A thousand pounds of 
fat in a year is a tremendous pro- 
duction for a junior two-year-old 
heifer and Femco Alma has brought 
great honor and credit to the breed 
in being the first to demonstrate this 
remarkable producing ability. All 
honor to Femco Alma. Mendocino 
Abbekerk Reka 1590126, owned by 
Mendocino State Hospital, Talmage, 
California, is the new leader among 
the junior four-year-olds in Classifi- 
cation B: Lauxmont Rag Apple Net- 
tie 1774308, owned by Lauxmont 
Farms Wrightsville, Pennsylvania, 
amonz the senior two-year-olds 10

thur, Delaware, among the junior 
two-year-olds in Classification C. 
The four new leaders in the Tel- 
Months Division include two already 
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mentioned in the yearly group, Men- 
docino Abbekerk Reka and Laux- 
mont Rag Apple Nettie. Leadership 
among the junior four-year-olds, 
Classification B, was taken earlier in 
the year by Orndyke Piebe Superior 
Ormsby 1621618, owned by Sleepy 
Hollow Certified Milk Company, Pet- 
aluma, California, only to be dis- 
placed by Mendocino Abbekerk 
Reka. This gives this great heifer 
first place in four groups, junior 
three-B, ten-months and yearly, and 
junior four-B, ten-months and year- 
ly, the only cow to hold four first 
places on the list of leaders for the 
breed. Lauxmont Rag Apple Net- 
tie 17743308, becomes the new 
leader in the Ten-months Division 
among senior two-year-olds tested in 
Classification B, giving her 
two first places on the list of leaders. 
Earlier in the year, Seneca De Kol 
Jacob 1808038, owned by The 
Blount Lumber Company, Lacona, 
New York, displaced the previous 
leader among the senior two-year- 
olds tested in Classification B for 
ten-months only to be crowded out 
of the lead when Lauxmont Rag 
Apple Nettie completed her ten- 
months test and qualified. Two 
new leaders in Classification C of 
the Ten-Months Division are Winter- 
thur Dad Donsegis Inka Jasa 1286- 
146 among the full-aged cows and 
Winterthur King Dad Nistiana 
1613720 among the junior four- 
year-old group.

1,000-lb. Fat Records 


Four records exceeding 1,000 Ibs. 
fat were completed during the year, 
twelve of which were Classification 
A and two were Classification B 
records. The highest record of the 
year was credited to Cornell Ollie 
Catherine 15011460, owned by Cor- 
nell University, Ithaca, New York. 
Freshening at 6 years, 11months of 
age she produced 29,333.8 lbs. milk 
and 1,152.5 lbs. fat in 365 days. She 
is one of the great show cows of the 
breed as well and won grand champ- 
ionship honars at the 1938 National 
Dairy Show. Mendocino Abbekerk 
Reka, freshening as a junior four- 
year-old produced 21,119.7 lbs. milk 
3.8% fat and 1,019.2 lbs. fat, a new 
record for junior four-year-olds test- 
ed in Classification B, and Femco 
Alma, with her record of 20,582.1 
lbs. milk, 4.9% fat and 1,002.0 Ibs. 
fat is the first and only junior two- 
year-old heifer ever to join the magic 
circle of cows with records of 1,000 
lbs. fat in 365 days. Six of these 
fourteen 1,000-lb. fat cows owned by 
Carnation Milk Farms, two by Femco

with 478 herds completing tests, 
and these herds included 10,660 
cows in the herd averages. This is 
the largest number of cows ever re- 
ported in the herd averages, exceed- 
ing the previous high mark set in 
Volume 9 when 10,517 cows were 
listed, but the year shows a slight 
falling off in herds as compared to 
the record set in Volume 9 when 493 
herds were reported. These 478 
herds and 10,660 cows averaged 
11,110 lbs. milk, 3.46% fat and 383.9 
lbs. fat per cow for the year. This 
average of 11,110 lbs. milk has been 
exceeded slightly in three other years 
since herd testing was started and 
the same is true of the fat average 
of 383.9 lbs., while the average test 
of 3.46 has been equalled only once. 
There were 291 straight ‘‘C’’ herds, 
93 “B” herds, 89 “B & C” herds, 4 
“A & B” and 1 “A & C” and the 
averages for these different groups 
arranged according to frequency of 
milking are shown in the table. 


The 291 ‘“C’’ herds representing 
4,975 cows average 356.2 lbs. fat; 
93 “B” herds with 3,363 cows aver- 
aged 424.4 lbs. fat; 89 ““B & C”’ herds 
with 2,164 cows averaged 382.1 lbs. 
fat and the five herds which included 
one or more cows milked four times 
daily ranged from 341.2 lbs. to 538.1 
lbs. fat per cow. 


In another tabulation the 478 
herds are arranged in the different 
classification groups according to but- 
terfat average in fifty-pound inter- 
vals from those above 500 lbs. down 
to those under 300 lbs. fat per cow. 


While the total of 10,660 cows in 
the herd averages is a new record, 
this figure does not begin to repre- 
sent all cows tested during the year 
as those cows whose certificates of 
registry were cancelled are omitted 
and cows in the herd less than ten 
months are not figured in the aver- 
ages, but instead appear in the sup- 
plementary lists shown on the herd 
certificate. These latter cows in- 
clude purchases, sales, deaths, etc., 
and first-calf heifers freshening too 
late to be members of the producing 
herd ten months, and they totaled 
4,105 animals. Cancellations totaled 
1,551 and all three groups combined 
make a grand total of 16,316 cows 
and heifers tested during the year,

another new record exceeding the 
previous high mark of 15,905 report- 
ed in Vol. 9 by 411 animals. While 
the average fat production shown for 
the past year had been exceeded in 
three other years, it was well above 
the general average for all previous 
years and thus the ten-year average 
is well above the average for the 
first nine years. During this ten- 
year period covered by Volume 1 to 
10 inclusive of the Red Book, we 
have tested 2,933 herds including 
63,029 cows and heifers of all ages, 
with an average of 11103 lbs. silk, 
3.43% fat and 380.4 lbs. fat per cow, 
an excellent showing for the first ten 
years of the Herd Improvement Test. 


The progress made in Herd In- 
provement Testing during its ten 
years of existence is best shown by 
dividing it into two five-year periods 
and comparing the first five years 
with the last five years. The results 
are striking. The number of herds 
and cows tested has very nearly 
doubled, but even with this great in- 
crease in numbers tested the average 
production per cow has increased— 
milk by 100 lbs., per cent fat from 
3.38 to 3.45 and fat from 373.2 to 
384.7 lbs. per cow. Total cows 
tested annually during the first five- 
year period averaged 6,733 and in- 
creased to 12,338 for the second five 
years, a gain of 83%. High pro- 
ducing herds increased by more than 
100%, with an average of 65 herds 
per year above the 400-lb. mark 
during the first five-year period 
against 136 during the second five- 
year period. With this tremendous 
growth in number of herds tested, we 
might expect a proportionate increase 
of herds in the lower production 
bracket, but this did not develop. 
The first five years showed an aver- 
age of 27 herds annually below 300 
lbs. fat, with only 33 such herds on 
the average each year during the 
second five-year period. Another 
table gives the averages for the 
five-year period, Volumes 1 to 5 of 
the Red Book, as compared to Vol- 
umes 6 to 10, and shows the re 
markable progress made in ten years 
testing for Herd Improvement Reé- 
istry:

Friesians in Their Homeland 


Through the courtesy of the late 
Secretary Houghton Seaverns, let- 
ters of introduction were sent in ad- 
vance to the secretaries of the two 
herd book societies in Holland (the 
Netherlands) arranging for a study 
of the methods employed in im- 
provement of cattle of the Friesian 
breed in their homeland. Many de- 
iails of their work have been pre- 
sented authoratively in the Holstein- 
Friesian World during the past 18 
years under the authorship of N. H. 
Blink, P. De Leeuw, W. S. Moscrip 
and F. L. Houghton, I. G. J. van den 
Bosch, and G. M. Clemons. Some in- 
teresting additional facts were ob- 
tained, and general observations 
made with regard to the conditions 
under which the breed has devel- 
oped, and is being improved. 

It is well known that three herd 
books once functioned there: the 
Friesch Rundvee Stamboek, the 
Nord Holland Rundvee Stamboek, 
and the Nederland Rundvee Stam- 
boek. The first-named herd book 
society is active in the province of 
Friesland, east of the once salt-wa- 
ter Zuiderzee, now become the fresh 
water Isjelmeer by an engineering 
feat of enormous proportions. From 
Friesland, an area of about 1,250 
square miles, many of the cattle 
came to America between 1852 and 
1905. on which the Holstein-Fries- 
ian breed is founded. 

The herd book in the province of 
North Holland operated successfully 
and well for a time, but discontinued 
in 1916. Some of its members 
joined the Netherland association, 
which serves all except the province 
of Friesland. Entries are made of 
Friesian, Groningen (black, white- 
head cattle bred for milk produc- 
tion in the last 20 years), and the 
red-and-white Maas-Rijn-Ijssel beef 
breed of soufheastern Netherland. 
Each breed has a separate section in 
the herd book at present. No active 
herd book society serves the few 
herds of Lakenvelder (Dutch Belt- 
ed) cattle in the Netherlands, al- 
though some creditable individuals 
were seen among them.

His active 
assistant, Dr. B. J. B. Groenveld, ex- 
plained the system of registration, 
and of determining preferent bulls— 
a system further to the forefront as 
regards analysing transmitting abil- 
ity of a sire, than other herd book 
associations yet have adopted. 

Entry of bulls in the Friesian 
herd book is attained, after the calf

has been certified at birth as of reg- 
istered sire and dam, and inspection 
is passed by the individual when 18 
months of age. Inspection includes 
scoring eleven definite parts of the 
body, accompanied by nine measure- 
ments (in centimeters) of height at 
the withers, depths, widths, and 
lengths, from which any strong or 
weak points can be ascertained by 
comparison with desirable measure- 
ments for an animal of this age. A 
word description by the inspector ac- 
companies the score and measure- 
ments. All of these are inscribed on 
the record of this animal in the herd 
book office. 

Cows must have completed one 
satisfactory lactation, aud have 


calved again before they can be 
scored and measured similarly to 
qualify for registration. The system 
in so far as cows are concerned, is 
truly one of selective registration. 
The production of herd book cows is 
required to be ‘‘recorded’’ under su- 
pervision of the association. The 
progress attained under this system 
is shown by the yields and butterfat 
tests of the registered cows in the 
province of Friesland.

These average yields are for cows 
registered in the Friesch Rundvee 
Stamboek, and so take into consid- 
eration only the third and subse- 
quent lactations. Earlier lactation 
records are on file in the association 
office, but are not used in these com- 
putations, since they were obtained 
before the cows were entered finally 
in the Herd Book, further than the 
preliminary registration giving sire 
and dam, date of birth, and identi- 
fication of the calf by an inspector 
shortly after its birth. 

The final step in selective regis- 
tration occurs when a Friesian bull 
is declared Preferent, which may 
take place even after a bull is ex- 
ported, or has died. The owner, but 
more frequently the herd book of- 
ficers, request the Provincial Breed- 
ing Commission to investigate the 
transmitting ability of a certain old- 
er bull. The Provincial Breeding 
Committee then appoints a commit- 
tee of three men, two of whom usu- 
ally are breeders, to conduct the in- 
vestigation. This committee visits 
farms on which progeny of the bull 
are owned, both male and female, 
where they compare the conforma- 
tion of as many of these with their 
dams as possible. Records of body 
measurements and of scores for con-

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formation, are analysed in the herd 
book office. A ‘‘spot-map’’ analysis 
is made of milk yields, and of aver- 
age butterfat tests, comparing 
daughters with their dams. 

No standards or restrictions are 
set up to be met by an animal in or- 
der to qualify as a ‘‘Preferent’’ bull. 
In the opinion of the committee, this 
bull must have contributed some def- 
inite improvement to his progeny, 
sufficient to merit the distinction of 
being declared Preferent. When a 
bull has been declared Preferent, 
the facts upon which the award was 
based, are published by the herd 
book society. 

The analysis of transmitting abil- 
ity of a bull, as done in the office of 
the Friesch Rundvee' Stamboek, 
bears further explanation. Some se- 
lection has occurred among the 
bull’s progeny in that only daugh- 
ters that score at least 70 points on 
inspection, and that meet the pro- 
duction requirements, are entered in 
the herd book. On the other hand, 
there are complete production rec- 
ords on daughters and dams, of all 
progeny in the herd book. The ‘“‘spot- 
map” analysis of milk yields and of 
average butterfat percentages is de- 
signed to show the range and distri- 
bution of all registered daughters’ 
production records in comparison 
with those of their respective dams. 
Under the circumstances the spot- 
map analysis gives a good conception 
of a bull’s transmitting ability. 

A further step is the analysis of 
the hypothetical hereditary make-up 
of the sire’s germinal constitution, 
from the milk records of his daugh- 
ters, based on the reasonable as- 
sumption that the hereditary func- 
tion of milk yield is controlled by 
four pairs (or groups) of genes. This 
step is beyond known fact, but is 
based on accepted biological prin- 
ciples and the fact that the records 
appear to fit closely with the theo- 
retical analysis. From the ‘“good- 
ness of fit’? method in biometry, it 
has been concluded that fat percent- 
age is limited in inheritance by five 
pairs or groups of genes. 

A bull with three of the four pairs 
of desirable genes for milk produc- 
tion, mated with a cow of similar 
genetic constitution, could produce 
daughters of higher producing ca- 
pacity in five instances, about equal 
in six instances, and lower in five 
instances than the capacity of these 
two parents. This variation in the 
producing ability of ‘‘full sisters’ is 
the basis for improvement in breed- 
ing, when the better animals are rec- 
ognized and used. 

The practical application in cattle 
breeding is that if a bull has even 
one low producing daughter among 
his progeny, he must possess at least 
one undesirable gene (or group of 
genes) in his germ plasm. Only by 
continual selection in each success- 
ive generation can those anjmals 
with a predominance of low produc- 
ing genes be eliminated from a fam- 
ily, or from a breeding population. 
Dr. Groeneveld believes that contin- 
ual selection of those families above 
average in milk production, has elim- 
inated at least one of these undesir- 
able genes for low milk yield from 
cattle now being entered in the 
Friesch Rundvee Stamboek.

The 54th Annual Convention

Whether or not this would be sound business is a ques- 
tion which we shall not argue here. There is however a 
matter of business ethics involved which cannot be dis- 
regarded. The 1938 Convention; by a vote of 108 to 10 
instructed the Board of Directors to consolidate the of- 
fices at Brattleboro, Vt., at such time as the building at 
Madison could be sold at a price satisfactory to the 
Board or leased for a long term. Pursuant to these in- 
structions, the Board set a price of $50,000 for the build- 
ing and advertised it for sale at this figure. A customer 
appeared, The American Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes, and a 4-year lease was negotiated 
on terms that would turn a net yield af 4% interest on a 
valuation of about $55,000 which the Board accepted by 
a vote of 10 to 5. They also opened negotiations for 
the purchase of the property outright at $50,000, which 
proposition has been worked out in a form that has been 
approved by our attorney, Mr. Horn, as properly safe- 
guarding the interests of the Associations. Before it be- 
comes binding, however, it has to be formally approved 
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by the Executive Board of the Federation, Which is 
meeting late in May, and likewise by our Board co? Di- 
rectors. 

Our Directors have acted in complete good faith up- 
on the instruction of the 1938 Convention. If the Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Federation approves of the preli- 
minary action of its officers in regard to the purchase, 
it will leave it squarely up to our Association whether 
they will approve or repudiate the actions taken by the 
Board to date. If the Federation decides not to tender 
a formal offer to purchase, it would be entirely proper 
and, in fact, desirable for the Convention to say what it 
feels the policy should be with respect to another cus- 
tomer. If, however, they do make a formal tender on 
the terms tentatively arranged, there would seem to be 
at least a moral obligation to carry it through. 

In arriving at the terms it offered, our Board took 
into consideration not only the current market price of 
business property, but also the fact that the bond in- 
vestments which were liquidated to pay for the Madison 
building would have depreciated to an even larger extent 
if they had been held in the treasury during this period. 
While there would have been some logic in having the 
cld Board, which is completely familiar with the whole 
matter, act upon it at its annual meeting on Mon.. .'\1ne 
5, we feel they were wise in their decision to hold it 
over a couple of days for the new Board and give the 
Convention an opportunity in the meantime to express 


its wishes. That will certainly make for a better feel- 
ing. 


Another resolution by Mr. Schell of Pennsylvania 
proposes to recommend to the Board the granting of 
some special favors in fees to Harrisburg members in 
transfering their animals to our herd book. Desirable 
as this objective may be, the question at once arises as to 
whether nor not equal consideration should not be ex- 
tended to those of our own loyal members who through 
“poor agricultural conditions’’ have fallen behind in 
their registrations. There are a lot of angles here that 
should be taken into account. 


Glen G. Davis and Scott Meyer of Missouri propose 
by resolution that extension fund allotments to smaller 
states be increased to a maximum of $100 each to pay 
for approved extension work actually done. Perhaps 
action on this would depend in some degree upon what 
is done with the Misner Plan, which has a direct bear- 
ing upon the same subject. 

Earl Groff of Pennsylvania has a very commendable 
resolution calling upon our Association to take the in- 
itiative in bringing together all dairy breeds, milk com- 
panies and other factors in the dairy business, looking 
toward a national advertising campaign for milk and 
dairy products. The idea is very much worthwhile. 


A part of the Special Committee report is embodied 
in a resolution sponsored by the members of the commit- 
tee for adding to the herd classification set-up, a plan 
whereby selected animals could be given official classifi- 
cation for type. It was felt that the present work was 
perhaps being retarded by the expense involved, and that 
owners in some cases were objecting to having to pay 
$1.50 per animal to be told what they already knew 
about their less desirable animals. The proposal of the 
committee would permit owners to select such animals 
as they wanted to have classified, feeling that this I 
formation in offical form would have value. To secure 
it however they would be required to agree to an exam 
nation of the rest of the herd, with the same restrictiot 
on future registration of offspring from any Poor or vay 
animals found, as are set up in regular herd cla=sl- 
ication. 

Proposed Amendments 

The other recommendations of the Special Commit- 
tee are embodied in proposals for amendment of thé by- 
laws. 

Early Registration—Birth Reports—Deferred 
Registration Mi 

Under this head, the Committee proposes that minr 
mum fees apply only on calves registered before they are 
two months old—that the penalty fee thereafter shall 
be 25 cents a month up to 2 years old, and that after 2 
years animals will be accepted only after inspection and 
proof of identity, with a fee of $15. For simplification 
of a rather complicated system, fees for both males and 
females weuld be the same, $1.50 for members: $2.50 
for non-members. There is a decrease of 50 cents each 
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on males; an increase of 50 cents each on females. Pro- 
vision is made that fees on animals registered at the 
minimum price will be refunded in full on surrender of 
the certificate by the original applicant any time before 
the animal is 15 months old if a male, or 36 months old 
if a female. This provision was intended to take care 
of cases where calves should die after registration, and 
also to promote voluntary selection in the case of calves 
that developed undesirably. The proposed schedule of 
fees would be expected to produce a little higher revenue, 
which would enable the Association to set aside a special 
reserve to take care of these refunds. 


Since the report of the committee was made public 
we have had many letters from World readers and have 
discussed it with many breeders. It evidently is not 
popular with the rank and file of breeders who object 
both to the increase in fee for females and the bother 
of having to take care of the job within two months of 
the birth of each calf. Fear is expressed that many 
calves in farmer-breeder herds would get past the 60 day 
age and that thereafter the constantly increasing penalty 
would result in their never being registered at all. We 
think the plan is fundamentally sound—promoting accu- 
racy of the record, as well as voluntary selection, with a 
minimum of red tape. The changes in the basic fee are 
not a strictly necessary part of the plan—and the sys- 
tem of monthly increases could also be changed to a 
lump sum penalty at one and two years, so that these 
items could easily be amended if they would make it 
more satisfactory to the membership. A further sug- 
gestion has been offered that the whole matter be de- 
ferred a year until observation could be made of how 
the very similar Canadian plan operates. Their new 
plan, even more drastic, with a one-month base age, and 
50 cents a month penalty, goes into effect June 1, 1939. 


Misner Plan 

The other main subject referred to the Special Com- 
mittee was the Misner Plan, under which transfer fees 
would be increased 50 cents each, with the full amount 
of the increase refunded to applicants who are members 
of accredited state associations. The Committee recom- 
mends the adoption of this plan as the most equitable 
method yet devised for insuring that all breeders par- 
ticipate in the expense of the extension program of our 
Association. 

Breeders who contribute their membership fees to 
their state associations, would pay exactly the same fees 
for transfer that they are paying now. Breeders who 
do not join their state association would pay an extra 
50 cents on each animal they sell and transfer. Every 
breeder should be willing to carry his own weight in the 
advancement of our breed and industry, and we hope 
this amendment may be adopted. It is proposed not to 
make it effective until January 1, 1940, in order to allow 
ample time to work out the details of operation and in- 
form the membership regarding it. The attorney for 
the Association has rendered a carefully drawn and logi- 
cal opinion that such a plan would be legal and con- 
sistent with our constitution and by-laws. 

This program, if adopted, should greatly enlarge the 
membership of all our state associations and at the same 
ume strengthen their financial position. It should re- 
sult in closer relations between the states and the Na- 
tional Extension Department, and promote more effec- 
tive work. 

Prof. Edwards of Georgia, through the World Round 
Table, proposed that for the less populous’ Holstein 
States of the South, it might be more effective to set up 
regional associations covering a group of states. We 
think this change might well be made at the Convention. 


Grouping Election Districts 

Henry A. Schell, Jr., of Pennsylvania offers an 
amendment which would provide for the consolidating 
of states having less than 75 resident members into 
Single election districts, with the provision that no elec- 
tion district shall include more than four states. 
_ Referring to the membership list as published in our 
‘ssue of February 4, we find that there are fourteen 
States having less than 75 members, the fourteen having 
4 total of 509 members of which 113 are now on the 
active list. In the South these include Florida, Georgia, 


race Carolina, North Carolina, District of Columbia, 
40u'siana, 
see:

Alabama, Arkansas, Mississippi and Tennes- 
in the West, New Mexico, Wyoming and Nevada; in 
East, Rhode Island. 
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If we understand correctly the intent of the amend- 
ment, these fourteen districts could be consolidated mak- 
ing two election districts out of eight southern states, 
with the other six small states being joined to neigh- 
boring larger states; as putting Rhode Island with Con- 
necticut, Tennessee with Kentucky, District of Columbia 
with Maryland or Virginia, New Mexico with Arizona, 
Wyoming and Nevada with Utah, just by way of sug- 
gestion. This would mean a net decrease of 12 dele- 
gates, and as most of them come from considerable dis- 
tances to the conventions, it would probably reduce the 
transportation expense which the Association pays by 
$1,000 or $1,200 a year at least. If this plan and the 
Misner plan are both adopted, the districting idea on 
state associations could perhaps be worked out in har- 
mony. 

Herd Book 

From the Board of Directors comes an amendment 
which would permit discontinuing publication of the 
Herd Book, Blue Book, Red Book, etc., through chang- 
ing ‘“‘shall’’ to ‘‘may.’’ The change is aimed at the Herd 
Bock publication. 


Last year, this item amounted to just over $6,000, in- 
cluding labor and printing as the principal costs, and 
$6,710 is in the budget for that purpose this year. Sales 
of these books amount to a very trifling sum, less than 
200 copies being sold annually, as we recall the figures. 
In view of the number sold to breeders, the Board is 
quite justified in scrutinizing the item, which it does 
periodically, most recently in 1937. At that convention 
an amendment was introduced by the Board of Directors 
to abrogate the clause directing publication of a herd 
book. It was at that time tabled by unanimous vote 
after Secretary Seaverns had explained that the addi- 
tional cost of operating a revised system of records and 
form of certificates showing chart pedigrees would be 
greater than the expense of printing the Herd Book 
under the present system. 

It is evident that while comparatively few copies are 
sold, those which are sent out serve a great many breed- 
ers. The pedigree houses would be in a very bad way 
without this information on file; all of the animal hus- 
bandry departments of our colleges use them in their 
teaching work; while in preparing the material for this 
publication scarcely a day goes by where the herd books 
are not used in presentation of useful information to our 
readers. 

It is true that some of the other breed associations 
have discontinued publication of herd books, in fact 
some never started doing so. But if there is no saving 
to the Association in comparison with revised forms of 
certificate which seem to be necessary as a substitute— 
why take the substitute, after all these years? 


Duplicate Names 

Acting Secretary Norton, by direction of the Board, 
introduces another old friend of 1937. This amendment 
would allow names to be duplicated after twenty years, 
except for lists of celebrated animals whose names could 
never be again used or duplicated. While this would 
permit removal from the active files ‘of a very large 
number of cards and would to some extent facilitate 
reference, it was brought out in the debate at the 1937 
convention that it would take an indefinite future period 
to have the savings offset the time required to sort out 
and rearrange the files and make up the proper list of 
celebrated animals whose names would not be again 
used. The proposal was rather overwhelmingly voted 
down at that meeting. 

It is possible conditions in the office may be differ- 
ent now, with active room more at a premium, and if 
Mr. Norton feels it would be desirable to do, we feel the 
delegates should respect his judgment. However, the 
‘“‘celebrated”’ list should be made quite comprehensive, 
to include all Advanced Registry animals, and probably 
their sires and dams; the so-called “family foundation” 
animals; principal show ring winners, etc. It would be 
no small task to make up the list completely, to avoid 
possible later confusion, which would be further height- 
ened if publication of the herd books is suspended. 

Increased Penalty Fees 

Harry E. Hill of Wisconsin offers two amendments 
to increase the penalty fees of registration for both 
males and females. On males he would make the fee 
after one year old $4.00 for members and $6.00 for non- 
members—an increase of $1.00 in each case. For fe- 
males the fee after one year of age would be $2 for 
members and $3 for non-members, an increase of 590 
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cents above the present scale. We feel this would have 
a tendency to promote early registration and if the 
Special Committee recommendation is not adopted, very 
earnest consideration should be given to the Hill amend- 
ments. 


Minor Amendments 

Acting Secretary Norton introduces several other 
amendments of a rather minor nature which should not 
be controversial in any way. One authorizes the re- 
quirement of special forms where artificial breeding is 
employed; another incorporates in the by-laws the Prog- 
ressive Breeders Registry, already approved by the 
Board; another refers to fees being required to accom- 
pany applications, probably as a matter of clarity, the 
same provision already set up in a separate by-law. An- 
other exempts animals imported from Canada from the 
penalty fees set us under the proposed Special Commit- 
tee plan. Still another brings the by-laws into har- 
mony with the practice of many years with respect to 
the day of the annual meeting of the Board of Direct- 
ors—-the by-laws still stating that it is to be held on the 
day preceding the annual meeting, while it is in fact 
usually held two days before the convention itself. 

Director-Delegates 

Should officers and directors serve also as delegates 
to the Convention? This question is squarely raised in 
an amendment offered by Director Thomas E. Elder. In 
the past, views have differed in different states, Majority 
of the Board members decline to be candidates for dele- 
gates, on the theory that they already have all privileges 
of the Convention floor except a vote, and that under 
this policy one additional breeder from their state is 
permitted to attend as an accredited delegate. 

The other view is that a director can be most useful 
in the Convention if he is also a delegate with full right 
to vote. Incidentally, the Association saves about $50 
or more on each, as the expenses of directors are paid 
anyway, so that no additional expense is incurred from 
their acting also as delegates. 

This, of course, is a relatively unimportant angle of 
the matter. Personally, we think it would suit most 
breeders just as well if directors did not serve as dele- 
gates. Yet this seems to be not a universal feeling by 
any means and some states regularly elect their direc- 
tors as delegates. 

Without question, it would be desirable to have a 
definite determination of sentiment by the Convention 
itself—and this the Elder amendment provides an op- 
portunity to secure. 

At time of going to press, the call for the Conven- 
tion has not been received, and there may be other mat- 
ters up for discussion and action not included in the 
above summary. The preliminary advance information 
has come to us through courtesy of Acting Secretary 
Norton. If other matters of interest appear, we shall 
present them in our issue of May 27. 


In addition to these matters, the Convention will 
elect a President and Vice President, and four directors. 
Terms of office are expiring for President A. C. Ooster- 
huis; Vice President Robert L. Ferguson; and Directors 
Baird of Wisconsin, Watson of Ohio, Rasmussen of IIli- 
nois and Stewart of Iowa. Place of the next convention 
is now determined by the Board of Directors, usually at 
its December meeting, and according to the by-laws is to 
be held at Chicago unless otherwise decided by a major- 
ity vote of the Board. ° 

We understand no banquet or other special enter- 
tainment is contemplated for Wednesday evening, it be- 
ing felt, correctly we believe, that with the wide variety 
of entertainment afforded by New York City and the 
World’s Fair, visiting breeders would rather use the 
time according to their individual preferences. 

Thursday, June 8, is designated as Holstein Day at 
the New York World’s Fair and it is hoped that all of our 
Holstein people may find it possible to stay over for it. 
An unusual opportunity will be given the Holstein group 
to see all the details of the Borden Dairy World of To- 
morrow exhibit, in which our breed is participtaing. On 
Tuesday, June 9 a real treat is in store through an in- 
vitation from Mrs. W. S. Kellogg of Osborndale, Derby. 
Conn., for an inspection of her famous herd. Details of 
transportation, etc., will be announced at the Convention 
but be sure to mark this day on your calendar. This 


will be particularly convenient for those from the West 
who take advantage of the special New York Central 


tour which is not scheduled to start back westward until 
Saturday morning. 
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Time to Buy 

EVERAL breeders have asked us recently if we 

S considered it advisable to purchase cattle at this 

time. Our belief is that the time is favorable for 
purchase of good animals. A lot of cattle have been 
thrown on the market at auction this spring and with 
dairy market conditions so demoralized, milk prices so 
low and the international situation so jittery, we think 
the Holstein market has returned a very creditable ac- 
count of itself. 

The World has secured reports of 1,168 head sold at 
auction in the first four months of 1939 for a total of 
$177,340, or an average of $152. For the first four 
months of 1938, 769 head were sold for $118,547—an 
average of $154. Prices are actually on an almost even 
keel with last year, with over 50% more cattle sold in 
the sales that make up these averages. In both cases, 
reports were secured as completely as possible and all 
have been included in the computation so far as re- 
ceived. Every sale has found ready competition for 
really desirable animals. April sales of 1939 averaged 
$151, while April of 1938 was averaging $130, but with 
probably a better line-up of cattle in this year’s offer- 


ings. April of last year aroused some pessimism, it will 
be recalled, but later events brought considerable en- 
couragement. 

It would be rash to predict that the market has 


struck an absolute bottom at this time, but that may be 
substantially the fact. It is true that when checks for 
April milk are received, there will not be much incentive 
for enthusiasm on the part of milk producers. However, 
there are several factors which appear to us to be favor- 
able. The greatest of these is the probable ending of 
certain important current uncertainties. If the European 
situation can get out of the ‘‘crisis’’ stage, it will help 
all business, including ours. When the Supreme Court 
renders a decision in the New York Market order case, 
it will also help, almost regardless of which way they 
decide it. If favorable to producers, it will, of course, 
at once have a distinctly bullish effect. And even if un- 
favorable, with the uncertainty out of the way, the dairy 
industry affected can and undoubtedly will go forward 
with some other constructive plan. It seems more 
united now than ever before. If the dairy markets can 
be stabilized on a living basis, we think you will find 
cow prices very promptly stiffening. We know a num- 
ber of very shrewd Holstein men who are in the market 
to buy right now at current levels, believing that if they 
wait to try to find the absolute bottom, they will be even 
more likely to find they have waited too long, and that 
prices will be higher than they are right now. Some 
great values have gone through the sales during the 
past two months. There will undoubtedly be some fur- 
ther fine buying opportunities in May and June before 
the public sale business quiets down for the summer. 
We think breeders who are in need of good cattle will 
be well advised to look carefully into current offerings 
and not count too much on still lower prices later, be- 
cause it seems to us more likely than not that they will 
pay more this fall, just as was the case in 1938, after bad 
spring milk conditions. 


Earlville National 
E hope that many convention visitors will be able 
W start early enough to take in the National Sale 
at Earlville, N. Y¥., on Saturday, June 3. From 
what we have seen of the selections, we are anticipating 
a very fine level of individual quality in the animals to 
be offered. 

The veteran show man, Jens Bollerup, has been mak- 
ing the selections. From his experience he is able to 
pick show prospects in the rough, and he has plenty here 
that are likely to be heard from on the circuit later. 
His standards of selection likewise are sound from stand- 
points other than the show ring. It will be a real sale 
of breeding stock from a representative cross section of 
our top flight herds. 

Mr. Backus has gone ahead courageously in this mat- 
ter and the breeders have backed the project handsomely 
with cattle that have real appeal. If just a few of the 
uncertain factors straighten out which have made the 
market hesitate for the past two months, we look for 4 
material strengthening of prices, particularly on the 
more desirable breeding animals. Some of the shrewdest 
men in the business are strongly in the market right 
now on the buying side.

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The Capitol Sale 


141 Head Average $160 


On April 24-25, Paul Misner staged 
the Capitol Sale, first in what may 
become an important series, in the 
Farm Show Buildings at Harrisburg, 
Pa. The sale had been well sup- 
ported by representative consignors, 
and the animals on the whole were of 
high calibre. No effort or intention 
was made to limit offerings to so- 
called ‘‘Brentwood’’ quality and 
along with the toppers were a fair 
sprinkling of good sound commercial 
quality. The total of $22,565 for 
141 head (average $160) was con- 
sidered quite satisfactory under the 
conditions, and consignors were free 
in their expression that the series 
merited continued support. The 
crowd was not extremely large, due 
to the fact that the first real spring- 
like days irresistably called many of 
those good farmers of Pennsylvania 
to work on their land. Pennsylvania 
retained the largest numbers, fur- 
nishing 49 buyers. Maryland had 
ten on the buyers list, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Virginia and Canada, one each. 
The accommodations provided by the 
Farm Show Building were ideal for 
the purpose, and every detail moved 
like clock work. Walter Andrews, 
Clarence Smith and J. Terrence 
Sheen were the selling force with 
W. L. Baird as boxman. Paul 
Krause, formerly of the Naval Acad- 
emy Dairy, was the very efficient 
barn superintendent. 

Among a number of rather out- 
standing stars in the sale were one 
pair of young cows that attracted 
much admiring attention. These 
were Winterthur Posch Great Don 
Sopal, a 3-year-old daughter of King 
Posch Ormsby of Winterthur, con- 
signed by Winterthur and purchased 
by Lauxmont Farms, Wrightsville, 
Pa., for $405. She will show as a 
three-year-old this fall, and she can 
bother a lot of them. To her went 
the honor of a sale without commis- 
sion charge, an interesting innova- 
tion inaugurated here for the top 
animal. W. L. Biddle & Son, Waus- 
eon, Ohio, came breathlessly close to 
a tie here when their springing two- 
year-old, Fultana Ormsby Christobel, 
beautifully uddered granddaughter 
of King Bessie, with one of the great- 
est bodies we have seen on a heifer 
of her age, was taken at an even 
$400 by Dick Wills for McDonogh 
School, McDonogh, Md. There were 
seven others above $300, and a total 
of 32 that brought $200 or better.

This record exceeds the recently an- 
nounced California Holstein, Johanna 
Hester Prilly, who is credited with 
production in CTA work of 41,414 
lbs. milk in 365 days. The English 
cow made her record under super- 
vision of a local Milk Recording 
Society, which would be comparable 
with our Dairy Herd Improvement 
Associations (CTA). 

From English farm papers we 
learn that ‘‘Cherry”’ is of unknown 
ancestry, being bought as a _ heifer 
by her present owners, Wort and 
Way, Redhouse Farm, Amesbury, 
Wilts, and is thought to be now about 
nine years old. She had not pre- 
viously distinguished herself for high 
production. A ravenous feeder, she 
is reported to have consumed about 
38 lbs. of grain daily, the ration con- 
sisting of 28 lbs. of Shirley’s dairy 
nuts; 6 Ibs. of bran and 4 Ibs. of 
flaked maize, given in six feedings. 
She took only about 7 lbs. of hay 
daily, and could hardly be induced 
to eat mangolds or grass. She drank 
from 35 to 41 gallons (Imperial) per 
day. The record was made unde1 
the care of herdsman Alex McKie 
and his son Robert. Two previous 
British record breakers have been 
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brought out under Mr. McKie’s care 
No statement is given for her butte: 
fat production. 


c. E. Braden of Sheldon, IIL, 
writes that his recent bull sales in- 
clude a two-year-old son of Sir Jo- 
hanna Fobes Ormsby Prospect to 
Edwin Leucke of Milford, Ill., who 
also bought the first son to arrive by 
Don Bessie Pride.

NEWS FROM NEBRASKA 

We received a long and interest- 
ing letter the other day from Roland 
tamsay, veteran breeder from Se- 
ward, Nebraska, reporting on dairy 
conditions in the Cornhusker State. 
The Ramsay herd, now well along 
on its 11th consecutive year in Herd 
Test work, with a 10-year average 
neighboring 410 lbs. of fat made 
under the drouth conditions and ter- 
rible heat of the past several sum- 
mers, will be well over the average 
figure this year. Mr. Ramsay writes 
that he has been retailing his milk 
in Seward (2,700 population) at 9 
cents a quart, selling it on its ‘‘Hol- 
stein Merits,’’ with all other dairies 
conipeting at 6 to 8 cents. ‘‘What 
our Holstein breeders need most of 
all is faith in the breed and in its 
product. If they will forget about 
the cream line and pay more atten- 
tion to cleanliness, flavor and serv- 
ice, quit apologizing for their milk 
being from Holstein cows and go to 
BOASTING that it is produced by 
Registered Holsteins, they would be 
lots happier,’’ he believes. 

The demand for breeding stock 
has been unusually good during the 
past year. Biggest buyer was H. A. 
Jacobsen of Sioux City, who selected 
15 heifers and 2-year-olds, mostly 
sired by a grandson of old ‘‘37th”’ in 
service in the Ramsay herd. They 
are now reported to be making be- 
tween 400 and 550 Ibs. fat as first 
ealf heifers.

PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL 
OFFERS $2380 

O. M. Plummer, general manager 
of the Pacific International Livestock 
Exposition at Portland, Oct. 7-14, 
writes that $2380 has been set aside 
for premiums for the Holstein classes 
next fall, with money being offered 
down to eleven, thirteen and fifteen 
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places, with provision made for State 
Herd competition included in the 
above figure. 

Requirements for State Herds will 
be as follows: One bull 2 years or 
over; one bull 2 years; three females 
3 years or over; one female 2 years 
and under 3; one yearling heifer; one 
heifer calf, not more than three 
animals to be owned by one exhibitor, 
and each exhibitor’s herd must be 
located in the state which he re- 
presents. Ony one herd from each 
state may compete. 

Health regulations are the same 
as last year, with a requirement that 
each entry over 6 months of age 
must be from a herd certified free 
from Bang’s disease, or else pass a 
100% clean blood test within 30 
days prior to the show. No animal 
can be exhibited unless the entire 
herd has been tested for Bang’s 
disease within one year.

Elbro Farms, Woodstock, Ont., 
owned by Elliott Bros., is one of the 
younger Holstein breeding establish- 
ments of famed Oxford County, but 
their herd is rapidly advancing 
toward a place on the front ranks 
of Canadian herds. Best known mem- 
ber of the herd is the World’s Cham- 
pion twice-a-day milking producer, 
Pontiac Dutchland DeVries. For one, 
two, three or four lactations, no 
cow of any breed has ever equalled 
her production in two-time milking 
work. She first came into public 
notice as a six-year-old when she 
made a record in Canadian R. O. P.

fat. Next year, she raised this mark 
for milk to 29,052 and almost 
equalled the fat record with 1,039 
Ibs. No other cow in two-time work 
has equalled this single performance 
and none has ever gone twice above 
the 1,000-lb. fat mark in this divi- 
sion. Her third record was 964 Ibs. 
fat, 27,309 lbs. milk at nine years, 
and in 10-year-old form she came 
back easily with 20,833 lbs. milk, 
727 lbs. fat, giving her a total for 
the four years of 105,332 lbs. milk, 
3,779 lbs. fat. 


“Old DeVries’’ has recently fresh- 
ened again at just past 12 years of 
age, and is still producing steadily, 
although from now on emphasis will 
be placed on getting as many calves 
as possible from her. Her last three 
calves have been males. Of these, 
the oldest, by Montvic Rag Apple 
Pietje, is named Captivator, and is 
in active service in Tom Dent’s fa- 
mous Springbank herd, where his 
calves show rich promise. The sec- 
ond, by Springbank Aristocrat (son 
of Springbank Snow Countess) is 
now in active service at Elbro Farms. 
The newest edition, born in Feb- 
ruary, is sired by Elliott Brothers’ 
senior sire, Abbekerk Finderne, and 
is one of the squarest, straightest, 
‘bulliest’’ youngsters one could ask

Pontiac Dutchland DeVries is per- 
haps not as well known to our read- 
ers as her merit warrants. A grand 
individual, the pictures of her that 
have been published have showed 
her at 10 and 11 years of age, after 
a full lifetime of production. She 
has a three-quarter sister, with a 
life-time record of 5,009 Ibs. fat, 
143,347 lbs. milk in 7 lactations 
all on two-time milking—best year 
911 lbs. fat, 25,207 lbs. milk. Her 
own dam made a 305-day record of 
481 lbs. fat at 11 years old. Her 
granddam made 437 lbs. fat in 305 
days at 14 years with six R. O. P. 
daughters to her credit—a long lived 
family. In her name, the “Pontiac” 
comes from the dam’s paternal side, 
where appears Pontiac Hermes, son 
of Hengerveld De Kol. This breed 
founder appears also on the top side 
in the sire’s dam, through Judge 
Hengerveld De Kol, another great 
son of Hengerveld De Kol. The 
“Dutchland” comes down through 
the top line from Dutchtand Cream- 
elle Korndyke Lad, his son, Dutch- 
land Pontiac Colantha (full brother 
of the Grahamholm Dutchland bull) 
and with King Segis Alcartra Ca- 
lamity as an added line of known 
merit. If he had not really re- 
spected her after completing one of 
her great records in his own herd, 
Tom Dent certainly would not have 
retained her son for heavy use at 
Springbank.

Selection of breeding animals over 
a period of years, for a higher but- 
terfat test, has increased materially 
the average butterfat percentage in 
the milk of registered cows in the 
province of Friesland. The general 
practise of using bulls from regis- 
tered stock has maintained the com- 
mercial cattle only about two gener- 
ations behind the registered cows in 
quality. The average butterfat test 
of all milk in Friesland is held to be 
above that of the other provinces. 
Butter is the main dairy product in 
Friesland, for the production of 
which a high-fat milk is desirable. 
Other provinces are concerned more 
with the production of cheese, and 
so have gone slower in increasing the 
butterfat test characteristic of their 
cows. 

Dr. Groeneveld expressed regret 
that exportations of Friesian cattle 
to America ceased about the time 
that the greatest improvement be- 
gan to be made in the homeland. 
Since 1905, an increase of nearly 0.6 
per cent has been made in the aver- 
age fat content of milk of this breed. 
with further progress in prospect. 
These cattle have more square rumps 
than those in America. Their udders 
have good quality, but more atten- 
tion could be given to fore quarters 
and attachment to the belly wall. A 
certain thickness of fleshing is ex- 
pected of Friesian cows beyond the 
ideal of American breeders. Very 
creditable milk yields are obtained 
under the feeding practises, largely 
the conversion of grass and home- 
grown feeds to dairy products for 
local consumption and export. 


The Dutch people and herd book 
officers were most cooperative and 
hospitable, and the visit to the home- 
land of the Friesian cow a most ed- 
ucational trip.

have the time and inclination for 
other means of travel. 


Dr. J. W. Bartlett extends a per- 
sonal invitation to all to include the 
North Branch Experiment Station at 
Sussex in their Eastern sojourn. 
Here they will see the Holstein 
breeding work in progress with 75 
daughters, granddaughters and great 
granddaughters of Ormsby Sensation 
45th and two of his inbred sons, one 
of which is ‘‘Conqueror’’ with his 
first 9 daughters averaging 16,437 
pounds of milk and 643 pounds of 
fat in Mature B and with an index 
of 18,660 pounds of milk and 779 
pounds of fat with a 4.25 per cent 
test. Here also will be seen some of 
the daughters of Sir Mutual Ormsby 
Jewel Alice, better known as ‘‘Alice,”’ 
that has a 25 daughter-dam M. B. 
index of 16,280 pounds of milk and 
651 pounds of fat and 4 per cent 
test. Grass silage work will be under 
way with a machine that cuts and 
chops it in the field. In this same 
county of Sussex, the biggest in 
dairying in the state, are many 
superior herds, the biggest of which 
is at Tranquility, with its 300 Black 
and Whites, and Arthur Danks, the 
superintendent. The entire herd is 
being bred artificially, using for the 
niost part Duobess Ormsby Judge, a 
grandson of Winterthur Bess Burke 
Best and out of a granddaughter. 


Just forty miles south, near Le- 
banon is Blossom Hill Farm, owned 
by Director M. J. Sheridan, Jr. Here 
can be seen one of the best balanced 
producer-distributor places of the 
country with its 95 Holsteins aver- 
aging close to 10,000 pounds of milk 
in C. Don’t miss seeing the pasture 
rotation system and the new barns. 


About ten miles from here, be- 
tween Somerville and Belle Mead, 
will be found P. P. Van Nuys, state 
association president, that has built 
his fat percentage from 3.2 six years 
ago to 3.7 today. The Holstein part 
of the No. 1 Artificial Breeding Unit 
begins work here every morning at 
9 o’clock, using one of the proved 
sires, “Alice,” ‘Career,’ or ‘‘Sensa- 
tion.” Several hundred cows in- 
seminated from these bulls have be- 
gun to calve throughout the district. 
Only a few miles distant is Fred F. 
Meyer, whose herd, along with that 
of Mr. Van Nuys, has been in the 
Herd Improvement Registry for ten 
consecutive years, its average for the 
period being 11,553 pounds of milk 
and 380.5 pounds of fat. 


_ Other breeders doing Herd Test- 
ing, in addition to those mentioned, 
and all easily accessible, are Mrs. 
Mary Benton, Columbia; S. R. Cris- 
sey, Glenwood; Charles H. Kirby,

BARRON COUNTY WINS TROPHY 

The 1938 winner of the ‘Jerry 
Riordan Trophy’, presented each 
year by the Wisconsin Holstein 
Breeders’ Association, for the county 
Holstein club making the best show- 
ing in the so-called ‘‘state Jtolstein 
extension contest”’, was Barron 
County. This county is located in 
the northwest central part of Wis- 
consin about 100 miles northeast of 
the Twin Cities and is one of the 
leading dairy counties in the vast 
north central section of the United 
States. 

The Holstein Breeders in this 
county have always been great coop- 
erators and workers in all lines of 
dairying and affiliated farm activi- 
ties, and the kind of cooperation that 
they practice is the kind that pays 
dividends in cash as well as in the 
satisfaction of demonstrating, that 
in proper cooperation, there lies the 
answer to all the problems that agri- 
culture faces at the present time 

Barron county could be termed 
cut-over-country, the farms, large 
and small, having been re-claimed. 
so to speak, from a once great timber 
county. The enormous amount of 
work involved in land clearing 
turned the farmers to dairying, and 
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agricultural pursuits closely allied 
to dairying, and so-called common 
stock is the ‘‘exception’’ rather than 
the ‘‘rule’’ throughout the county. 
There really are a large number of 
high grade and purebred dairy herds, 
many more than most territories can 
claim. 

And how did Barron county win 
the state contest sponsored by the 
Holstein Breeder’s Association of 
Wisconsin in 1938? The answer is 
obvious. By having a good strong 
county Holstein organization and 


“having all Holstein breeders take an 


active part in the program they were 
working on. The Barron County 
club is made up of eleven local Hol- 
stein clubs who are represented by 
their president and secretary on the 
board of directors of the county or- 
ganization. This makes a county 
board of 22 members, and when a 
meeting is called at least 80% of the 
board are always present. 


The contest that was won in 1938 
covers all phases of activities in a 
cattle breed promotion program and 
the five general projects worked on 
are: .. Organization. 2. Herd 
Improvement 3. 4-H Holstein Calf 
Club Work. 4. Showing Holsteins. 
5. Getting publicity on the breed and 
breed activities in local, daily, farm 
and breed publications. 


1. ORGANIZATION: This coun- 
ty had the largest paid up member- 
ship in the state association during 
the year They also had the largest 
membership in the county club; the 
county fees being paid by the breed- 
ers when they sell cattle thru the 
association. 


2. HERD IMPROVEMENT: 


‘There are eleven (11) active cow 


testing associations in the county and 
of the 363 herds being tested 224, or 
over 62%, are Holsteins herds. In 
this work 18 Holstein sires were 
proved in 1938 in comparing the pro- 
duction of the daughters of these 
sires with the production of their 
dams Twelve proved Holstein sires 
and 40 sons of proved sires were used 
by breeders who were members of 
the state association; and 75 bulls 
vere used by state association mem-

bers, the dams of these bulls each 
having fat produetion records on 
twice a day milking of over 4600 lbs 
of fat 

31 of the herds have been on con- 
tinuous test in C.T.A. for over five 
years and many of the herds for over 
10 and 15 years. 

Two new safety bull pens were 
built in 1938 and 11 of these are 
now in use. 

A series of 3 breeding schools were 
also held the past year with almost 
100% attendance on the part of the 
state association members. 

3. 4-H HOLSTEIN CALF CLUBs: 
There were 111 purebred and grade 
Holstein calves enrolled in club work 
in 1938 and 103 being shown at the 
county fair. The county and local 
Holstein clubs do a real job in help- 
ing the Holstein club members in 
making this showing possible. The 
clubs pay all the trucking expense 
of getting the calves to the fair and 
back home; furnish veterinarian ser- 
vice while at the fair; furnish all 
grain and hay and other incidental 
expenses. The total cost this last 
year was over $100.00. 


t+. SHOWING HOLSTEINS: A to- 
tal of 125 county Holsteins were 
shown at the county or local fairs 
and in addition the showing of Hol- 
steins at the county dairy day was 
the best of any of the dairy breeds 
At the 1938 county dairy day held 
at Cumberland in June there were ex- 
hibited 32 Holsteins with lifetime 
production records, on each, of over 
2000 pounds of fat The champion 
producer in this great show was the 
seventeen year old purebred owned 
by Wm. Meisegeier of Barron. this 
cow having produced over 6806 Ibs 
of fat. In lining up these cows it 
was found that there are 86 “Ton 
fat or More” Holsteins in Barron 
County. 


5. PUBLICITY: Publicity is an 


important feature of all breed de- 
velopment work and in the state con- 
test the point score is 5 for each 
single column lineal inch. A _ total 
of 1062 lineal inches of free publicity

Canada’s Century Sires 


To Colony Farm, Essondale, B. C., 
goes the honor of developing Can- 
ada’s first two ‘“‘Century Sires,”’ that 
is sires with 100 or more R. O. P. 
daughters. They are Sir Romeo Mil- 
dred Colantha 6th 70275 CHB and 
Hazelwood Heilo Sir Bessie 66155 
CHB, both still living and in active 
service in the Colony Farm herd al- 
though well advanced in years. Both 
sires hit the 100-mark in the R. O. P. 
report covering tests from Decem- 
ber 15 to January 15, and in the 
two reports that have appeared 
since, ‘“‘Romeo”’ has added enough 
new names to his list to bring his 
total to 107 R. O. P. daughters. He 
will be 13 years old in May and 
‘*Heilo’’ was 14 last December. 

Both sires have daughters up to 
better than 1,000 lbs. fat in a year 
on four-time milking. The April 
issue of Holstein-Friesian Journal, 
the official publication of the breed 
in Canada, contains a fine story of 
both sires, including equal-parent in- 
dexes computed by George R. Bar- 
rett of University of Ohio, which do 
not include records completed during 
the past year. These indexes on a 
mature three-time milking basis, fol- 
low:

It is interesting to note that both 
sires were selected by Supt. P. H 
(Pete) Moore of Colony Farm on 
the basis of proven blood lines 
rather than on either records of 
dams or on indexes. Both came from 
famous herds in the United States, 
‘‘Heilo’’ from John L. Smith’s Hazel- 
wood Herd and ‘‘Romeo”’ from Car- 
nation Milk Farms. In fact both are 
from dams that were never given an 
opportunity to make an A. R. rec- 
ord in yearly work. Pete Moore 
records that he spent four days 
studying the Hazelwood and finally 
settled upon an _ untested inbred 
daughter of the sire, Finderne Piet- 
ertje Fayne, as the dam of his fu- 


ture herd sire. She was bred to 
Hazelwood Heilo Butter King, then 
a young unproven bull, to produce 
Hazelwood Heilo Sir Bessie. 


For his next herd sire he decided 
to get a son of Sir Romeo Mildred 
Colantha who had come to Carnation 
fresh from his triumphs as _ AIll- 
American bull calf of 1922 and All- 
American senior yearling of 1923. 
He accordingly went to Carnation 
and selected a son of this sire from 
a Hazelwood cow that was then prac- 
tically unknown but that has since 
become famous as about the greatest 
foundation cow Carnation ever 
owned. She was Hazelwood Ormsby 
Korndyke De Kol, with no record 
except a 23-lb. butter record in 
seven-day work, but her daughter, 
Carnation Walker Hazelwood, had 
just then broken the world record 
for junior two-year-olds 976.2 lbs. 
fat and was later to become Amer- 
ican Champion senior four-year-old 
with 1,198.9 lbs. fat and to produce 
two daughters with records of 1,032 
and 1,149 lbs. fat and a son, Carna- 
tion Prince, that ranks among the 
leaders considering his limited op- 
portunity. 


And so the two bulls, both selected 
by ‘“‘cow sense’’ rather than by any 
of the more conventional methods of 
sier selection, came to Colony Farm 
for. service where both turned out to 
be herd improvers as evidenced by 
the average figures. Of the 100 
Heilo daughters that have been run 
on R. O. P. test, 19 have exceeded 
700 Ibs. fat in one lactation with 
five of them producing from 800 to 
1,043 lbs. fat. Four as two-year- 
olds produced from 700 to 816 Ibs. 
fat. Of the 107 Romeo daughters, 
28 have over 700 Ibs. fat, nine hav- 
ing from 800 to 1,004 Ibs. fat and 
16 two-year-olds included among the 
700-lb. producers with two of these 
over 800 lbs 


These records are made under 
“unforced” conditions. With about 
170 cows and heifers in milk most 
of the time, a string of 20 is run 
on four-time milking, the four-time 
string being constantly changed to 
include only the heaviest milking 
period of the better producers of the 


herd. Occasionally is a cow kept 
in the four-time string for her full 
lactation. The balance of the herd 
at the home farm is milked three 
times daily and the cows at the out- 
lying farms milked twice a day but 
complete milk records are kept on 
every member of the herd every day 
from her first calving until her death. 

With records made under these 
conditions, actual figures on _ the 
entire list of R. O. P. daughters of 
both sires, with no adjustment for 
age or number of daily milkings, 
show that the 100 daughters of 
Hazelwood Heilo Sir Bessie have 
made 202 records averaging 552.7 
lbs. fat and the 107 daughters of Sir 
Romeo Mildred Colantha 6th have 
made 215 records averaging 595 Ibs. 
fat, these figures including every rec- 
ord that has been officially reported 
for every daughter of each sire and 
with nearly half of the records in 
both lists being in two-year-old 
form. It is doubtful if any other 
breeding establishment anywhere can 
show equal averages on such a mass 
of records on the daughters of two 
herd sires that are still living and in 
service. 





HOLSTEINS LEAD IOWA CTA 

Of the 66 Cow Testing Associa- 
tions in Iowa which reported for the 
month of May 49 were led by Hol- 
stein herds. Several exceptionally 
high monthly averages were recorded 
for the month, the top being made 
by the 14-cow pure bred Holstein 
herd of Clarence Cook, with an aver- 
age production of 61.2 Ibs. fat 
Herber Kleiss, with 10 pure bred 
Holsteins, had the second high aver- 
age of 58.5 lbs. fat. Schrier Bros., 
of Indianola, were third with 57.4 
lbs. fat from their 20 cow herd.

The first purebred Holsteins at the 
Indiana State Farm located at Green- 
castle, on U. S. Highway 40, some 
43 miles west of Indianapolis, were 
purchased in 1915. The use of high 
class purebred bulls and careful and 
constant culling since that time has 
resulted in one of the best herds in 
the State. The State Farm is the 
temporary home of approximately 
1,150 of Indiana’s misdemeanor of- 
fenders, and it is the aim of those in 
charge of the institution to increase 
the present 51l-cow herd enough to 
provide sufficient milk, butter and 































cream to feed the entire inmate pop- 
ulation. . 


The sire that was probably of 
greatest importance in the building 
of the State Farm herd was Sir Rose 
Pansy 654504, a son of King Triune 
Pansy out of Rose De Kol Wayne 
Butter Boy 3rd, 839-lb. fat daugh- 
ter of K. P. O. P. He has qualified 
for the Gold Medal award and the 
average of seven of his daughters in 
the herd at three years and one 
month of age is 571.7 lbs. fat from 
15,549 lbs. milk, 3.67 per cent av- 
erage test. Heading the herd today 
are two mature sires, Carnation Inka 
Sultan, son of Sir Inka May from a 
951-lb. fat daughter of Matador Se- 
gis Ormsby; and Carnation Home- 
stead King, a son of North Star Joe 
Homestead out of Nooksack Irma 
Segis that was purchased from Quigg 
Brothers and Joseph H. Hill of Rich- 
mond, Indiana, two years ago. 


Two of the junior sires are sons of 
Sir Rose Pansy out of two of the 
Farm’s 700-lb. fat producers, and 
they have a three-year-old son of 
Matador Hartog Prospector, a Gold 
Medal sire whose 15 daughters av- 
erage 523 lbs. fat, out of a 677-lb. 
fat, Class C, junior three-year-old 
cow of their own breeding. 


The progress of the breeding pro- 
gram is clearly shown by the steadily 
increasing herd average, percentage 
of butterfat and size of the herd.

500 POUNDS OR BUST! 

Back in the boom years of the Hol- 
stein industry, when the thousand- 
pound records and show-ring win- 
nings of the Hargrove and Arnold 
herd were making every Holstein 
breeder KPOP-conscious, a _ small 
county farm at New Richmond, Wis- 
consin, bought a son of King Piebe 
(one of the greatest sons of KPOP). 
Of King Piebe Skylark Johanna’s 
daughters, 12 made _ records from 
480 to 874 pounds of fat, and they 
helped to found the present St. Croix 
County Asylum herd. 

King Piebe Skylark Johanna was 
born in 1927, and the St. Croix herd 
was by that time all ready well estab- 
lished, and had been making Ad- 
vanced Registry records for several 
years. The herd up to that time was 
built around the daughters of R. C. 
Sir Johanna Glen Ormsby, son of Sir 
Johanna Glen Ormsby from a former 
World’s record cow, Jennie Nudine 
Uilkje. He was quite a bull. His 
sire was a half-brother to KPOP 
through the grandsire, Sir Korn- 
dyke Bess, and in the St. Croix herd 
his 15 A. R. daughters ranged from 
409 to 879 pounds of fat. The cross 
that developed when King Piebe Sky- 
lark Johanna was brought into the 
herd tied it more closely to these 
highly touted KPOP lines. The man- 
agers of the growing St. Croix herd 
went on with this strain, selecting 
other members of this family for the 
third, fourth and fifth herd sires. 

Sire number three was King 
Triune Pansy, son of Triune Su- 
preme from Neola Pansy Piebe, 962- 
lb. fat dam of the $4300 Triune 
Pansy. He left a fine lot of daugh- 
ters in the herd, several of which 
are among the greatest brood cows 
in the St. Croix barns today. His 
highest record daughter is Princess 
Gill Hill Pansy who made 822.7 Ibs. 
fat, Class B, with a 3.8% average 
test. He also has a 686.5-lb. fat 
two-year-old daughter in the herd, 
De Kol Homestead Pansy Lois, now 
well along toward an excellent three- 
year-old record. Sire number four 
was Sir Pansy Bess’ Burke, son 
of the $4300 Triune Pansy from 
a 960-lb. fat daughter of Mara- 
thon Bess’ Burke.

sire, out in California, Triune Alex- 
ina Ormsby. He was not used as 
long nor as heavily as was “Sir 
Pansy,’’ but he has left an indelible 
mark on the herd nevertheless. His 
six A. R. daughters, as junior two- 
year-olds, average 570 pounds of fat. 

These five sires, R. C. Sir Jo- 
hanna Glen Ormsby, King Piebe Sky- 
lark Johanna, King Triune Pansy, 
Sir Pansy Bess Burke and Sir 
Alexina Supreme, have built the 
St. Croix County Asylum herd to 
the high place it occupies today. 
Twenty consecutive years of Ad- 
vanced Registry testing in Classes A 
and B have enabled those managing 
the herd to weed out the lemons and 
take advantage of the superior ani- 
mals in the herd to establish cow 
families of real merit. 

St. Croix Females 

Over a period of twenty years of 
testing, many superior producers and 
reproducers are certain to be discoyv- 
ered, and among the great cows in 
the St. Croix herd today are daugh- 
ters of all four of these former herd 
sires.

Lifetime Production Records 

Under the Advanced Registry plan 
of testing, very few cows were tested 
year after year to develop official 
records of lifetime production, but 
with many breeders adopting a con- 
tinuous testing program under Herd 
Improvement Registry the number of 
such cows is increasing rapidly. We 
now have a list of 262 cows with of- 
ficial records of more than 100,000 
lbs. of milk and this list is growing 
steadily. Some of these records were 
made under Advanced Registry test 
exclusively, some under Herd Im- 
provement Registry and some repre- 
sent a combination of the two forms 
of testing during different lactations. 
Five cows have records of more than 
200,000 lbs. milk. 

In addition to the five with life 
records over 200,000 lbs. milk, we 
have 16 others with records between 
150,000 and 200,000 and 241 others 
over 100,000 to make the grand total 
of 262 cows with records over 100,- 
000 Ibs. of milk. 

There are five sires with five to 
seven 100,000-lb. daughters, also two 
sires with four each, eight with three 
and twenty-three others with two 
daughters with 100,000-lb. milk rec- 
ords. Great lifetime production in- 
sures the greatest profit and we must 
breed for the type that wears well 
and is able to stand the strain of 
heavy production year after year. 
Great size and capacity without 
coarseness is necessary and above all 
things, we must breed for strong, 
well attached udders of fine quality. 

Department of Herd Classification 

Twenty-five herds including 524 
animals were classified for type dur- 
ing the year. These herds were 
scattered through’ eleven _ states, 
Michigan and Colorado leading with 
five each, followed by Ohio with four, 
Texas three, Idaho two and one each 
in Kansas, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Ore- 
gon, Vermont and Washington. Fif- 
teen of the 25 herds had been classi- 
fied before and ten were first classi- 
fications. Among the 524 animals 
classified, there were 12 designated 
Excellent, 95 Very Good, 198 Good 
Plus, 183 Good and 36 Fair. Two 
Silver Medal Preferred Sire certifi- 
cates were issued during the year, 
one to De Kol Ormsby Ollie Pontiac 
598584, owned by R. E..

ous testing program is necessary for 
a complete set of production records, 
so herd classification at least every 
other year is necessary for a record 
of type. These type records are 
kept permanently in the Advanced 
Registry, over $1 per cow in Herd 
the records published in the Blue 
Book and Red Book and available for 
pedigree purposes.

their testing programs as a result. 
Much as we dislike to impose higher 
fees on our members for any services 
rendered, we must all agree that 
even our present fees of four dollars 
per cow in Advanced Registry and 
one dollar per cow in Herd Test are 
very reasonable, as the Association 
is still carrying more than half the 
total cost. Very few of our mem- 
bers have any conception of the tre- 
mendous amount of time and pains- 
taking effort required to carry the 
record of one cow through to comple- 
tion either in Advanced Registry or 
Herd Improvement Registry. Figur- 
ing all costs, including office opera- 
tion and administration, publication 
of records, ete., it costs nearly $10 
per cow in Advanced Registry and 
about $2.50 per cow in Herd Test 
and $2.70 per animal classified; or,

ate amount of expense borne by the 
Association in the different depart- 
ments, after allowing for fees paid 
in by the breeders, we find the Asso- 
ciation cost above fees received is 
more than $5 per cow in Advanced 
Registry over $1 per cow in Herd 
Test and about eighty-five cents per 
animal classified. 

There are some who advocate in- 
creasing the fees in each department 
to cover the total cost, but it would 
be short sighted policy to make our 
record department self-supporting 
as breed improvement and advance- 
ment are based so largely on this 
type of work that we can well afford 
to subsidize it to a considerable ex- 
tent. It is true that only a small 
percentage of our breeders make use 
of the testing service but their 
achievements have inured to the 
benefit of countless other breeders 
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and have greatly increased the value 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle through- 
out the country. 
Progressive Breeders’ Registry 
The new department of Progres- 
sive Breeders’ Registry, established 
py action of the Board of Directors 
in December to become effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1939, is designed to give 
recognition to those breeders who 
have followed the best approved 
practices in herd management and 
have achieved success in their breed- 
ing programs. Recognition will be 
pased primarily on health, produc- 
tion and type of the herd and will 
be closely limited to breeders’ herds 
by the requirement that at least 
75% of the females in the herd that 
have freshened must have been bred 
by the owner. The requirements for 
qualification for the Progressive 
Breeders’ Registry are very high and 
the number of breeders who can 
qualify at the outset will be limited 
but it will be a distinct honor and a 
much deserved recognition of genu- 
ine achievement in breed improve- 
ment. Inquiries already received 
concerning this new department in- 
dicate a keen interest from our 
breeders and we nope and expect 
that it will hasten the adoption of 
sound and comprehensive breeding 
programs in many of our herds.
